work of great interest, both iu the literary and national butory 
of the Hindus. 

Althoogli not named hy the anthority from wtiich we hayo 

principally drawn our general view of the Hindu dramatic 
system, the Daia Rupaka, it is unquestionably alhided to in 
the text of that work, and we may therefore feel assur* d that 
thit play was written earlier than the tenth eentury: there 
it every reason to in^ much earlier. 

The introduction of the Mrtchchahali attributes the 
composition to a king, named Sudraka, and gives him a high 
character^ both in arms and letters: he lived, it it taidj a 
hundred years, and then burnt himself, leaving hit kingdom 

to his son. 

The name of Sudraxa is very celebrated in Hindu history s 
according to the most usually received Chronology, he preceded 
the ^aittjiAtpAff-ViRRAMAorrrA : the late Col. Wilford, (a. r. 

vol. IX.) considers him the same with t!ie tounder of \\\eAndhra 
dynasty c:f Magadha kings, succeeding to the throne by depos* 
ing his master the last of the Aaieiva race, to whom he was mini* 
star; but these avermentt are very questionable: the drcum*

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Stances are in fact attributed^ it is said, (p.l 1 6) to a prince named 
Bamhita, orSiPRAKA) or 8iNDBVftAor(p.l03) Mahakarni— 
and the identification of Sudhara with either or all of these, 
rests upon chronological data by no meaiis satisfaetoril]^ estab- 
lished. From these (p. 100), it appears, that the in^t/lndhra 
king of Magadha reigned 456 years earlier tlmn tlie last, or 
PoLiKANj who it U said died A.D. 648-^p.lll) consequently 
the former reigned about A. B. 193. But it is stated, that in a 
work called the KimdAlcd IChanda, a portion of the Skanda 
Parana, it is asserted, that in the year of the Knli 3,300 — save 
10 — a great king would reign (it does not appear where) named 
Sudraka: this date in our era is 190; the date of the first 
Andkra king as mentioned above is 192 ; ikerefbre Suvraxa 
must be that king ; a deduction which may possibly be correct, 
but wliich depends to(j rauch upon the accuracy lA a work very 
little known, and upon a calculation that yet requires to be 
revised, to be considered as decidedly invalidating the popular 
notion, that Surraba preceded Vikbaiiaditta, and coiise* 
quently the era of Christisinity . 

At all events however, whether prior or subsequent to the 
Christian era, we have secured a reqiectable antiquity for the 
prince known by this iqipellation, and whom we believe to be 
the same as the reputed author of the Drama. There is but 

one prince so named of any note in the annals of the Hindus, 
and the play contains abundant .iuteriud evidence of an ancient 
date. 

The style, although not meagre, is in general simple and un- 
artiiicial, and of a day evidently precednig the elaborate rich- 
ness of Hindu writing, not to speak of the fantastic tricks and 
abuses, which began to disgrace Sanscrit composition appa- 
rently in the mnih and tenth centuries t ihis may be conaidered 
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a safe iiidicatiun in a work of such lyretence as one atlrihutcd 
to a regal bard> and although it could not be admitted alone as 
conclusivej yet as associated with the name and date of 
BvDWLAKA, it is a strong confirmation of the latter at least 

being correct. 

Anodier circumstance in ikvour of the antiquity of theDrama^ 
is derived from a peculiarity in the language of one of the 

chief characters — Sam8t'han\ka, the Raja* brother in law> 
affects literature, witiiwhich he has so little conveisancy that his 
citations of poetic personages and events are a^ erroneous as fre* 
quent. Now it is a remarkable drcumstanee that all his citations 
are from the Rdmdjfona and Mabdhhdmi, and that he never 
alludes to the chief actors in the Pauranic legends^ as Dhrum, 
Duksha, I'raJduda, Bali, Sfc. There Can be no good reason why 
he fihould not cite irom a Purdna as well i^ from either of the 
poems which bear a similarly holy character, and it is not like^ 
ly that the author of Che Drama who was thoroughly familiar 
with the Poems should not have been acquainted with the 
Purdnas if they had existed, or been equally in circulation; 
we have great reason tiierefore to suspect that ihe Mrichc/uikali 
was written prior to the composition of the Purdnas, or at 
least before the stories they contain had acquired by their 
aggregation familiar and popular currency. 

PecuiiaritiM in manners contribute to a similar conclusions 
and the very panegyric upon Svdbak a, specifying his voluntary 
cremation when arrived at extreme old age, praises him for 
an act proscribed in the Kali or present period of the world. 
By nil current le^^al authorities, except the texts of the uioot 
ancient, suicide is prohibited every where except at Pra^dga, 
and is there allowed only under certain circumstances : the 
prohibition may be disregarded it is true, but such a breach of 
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the law could not with any decency have been made tlie themfj 
of public eulogium by a Brahman in tiie Sanscrit language^ 
and therefore the event most probably preceded the Uw« 

The most unquestionable proof however of high antiquity 13 
the accuracy with which JS««cii//*a observances are adverted 
^ to, and the flourishing condition in which the members of that 
' aect are repre^nted to exist : there is not only absolute tolera« 
tihn, bat a kind of public recognition ; the ascetic who render* 
such essential service to the heroine, being recommended or 
nominated by authority^ chief of ail the Vihdrt or Btmddha 
establishments of Ujatfuu 

At what period eould this difFuston and prosperity of tht 

Baudilha have occurred, and when was it likely that a 
, popular, work should describe it correctly? Many centuries 
have elapsed since Hindu writers were acquainted with the 
Bauddhtu in their genuine character; their tenets are preserved 
in philosophical treatises with something like accuracy, but any 
atteinpt to describe their persons and practices invariably con- 
founds them with the Jainas — the Mrichchakati is as yet the 
only work where the Bauddfias appear undisguised. Now we 
Icnow from the Christian writers of the second century, that in 
their days the worship of Sittla or Buddha was very prevalent 
in India. We have every reason to believe tliat shortly after 
that time the religion began to decline, more in consequence of 
the rise and growth of the Jains probably, than any persecution 
of the Bauddhas, and as it is clear, that the Drama was written 
I in the days of their prosperity, it follows that we cannot fairly 
' assign it a later date than the first centuries of the Christian 
era. 

From the considerations thus stated we cannot hut regard 
the Mriehchakati a work of ccmsiderable antiquity, and iVum 
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fitemal evidence may very safely attribute it to tlie perioci 
wheu SuosAKA the aovereign reigned, wbetlier that be reduiced 
to the end of the second century after Christ, or whether we 
admit the traditional chronology, aud place him about a century 
befure our era. 

The Revolution in the Govemment of Ujayin> which forma 
an underplot in the piece, is narrated with so little ex«ggeratioii« 
that it is probably founded on fact As the simple narrative 
of a simple event it is the more entitled to our credence^ and it 
is not at all unlikely that the Brahmans offer.dcd by their 
sovereign Palaxa*s public disregard of them, brought about 
a change of the Government, employing a hermit, and a 
cowboy, or young peasant, as their instruments. Tliis plain 
story is not improbably the origin of the obscure allusions 
which exercised the industry of Colonel Wilford, and in which^ 
and in the purport of the word Aryifa, the name of the 
cowherd in the play^^ and in general acceptation a title of 
respect, he thought he could trace a reference to the history 
of Christianity in India, (a. r. vol. x. Essay on the Sacred 
Isles of the West.) There is also mAn^a of some renown in 
the history of CasAndr, whom the same learned and laborious;, 
but injudicious writer, identified with SdUtfdkana—'^e real 
character of that personage may now be more accurately 
appreciated. (Essay on the history of Cashmir, a. r. xv. p. 84.) 

The pUce which the MrUthckakaii holds in the dramatic 
literature of all nations will however be thought matter of more 
interest by most readers^ than its antiquity or historical impctt* 

■ 

tance. That it is a curious and interesting picture of national 
manners every one will readily admit, and it is not the less 
valuable in this respect that it is firee from all exterior influence 
m adulteratioii* It ia a portrait purely Indian. It rcpreaantt 
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a state of society sufficiently advanced in ctviHsation to ht 
luxurious and corrujit, and is certainly very far from offeiin^f 
a flatterins^ similitude altliough not without some attractive 
features. There will pcqbably more variety of eptnion on 
its merits as a literary composition^ and Its title to rank with 
the more polished dramas of the west may be called in questiott 
by competent judges. As observed by ^he spirited Translator 
of Aristophanes, it is no longer the fashion for translators to 
direct the taste pf their readers* and they must be left to con« 
demn or approve for themselves* I shall therefore ref^aia 
from any further observation cm this head> and if in imitation 
of high authority, I venture to subjoin my own sentiments by 
way <^ Epilogue, I shall do so as briefly as possible, and VfiQi<^ 
<mt any hope to bias the judgement of the public

The preceding Drama cannot in cquitx' be tried by law5, 
with which the Author, and his audience, were unacquainted. 
If therefore it exceeds the limits of a play according to our 
approved models, we are not to oonsider it of dlspropor-* 
tionate length: if it occasionally arranges the business of 
the stage after what we conceive an awkward fashion^ we are 
not to pronounce it devdd altogether of theatrical ingenuity, 
and if it delin^tes manners repugnant to onr social instt** 
tutions, we are not to condemn them as umiatural or immo- 
ral. We mmi judge the compontion aflter the rules laid 
down by Schlr^d, and identify ourselves, as much as possible, 
with the people and the time to which it belongs. 

Overlooking, then, those peciiliaritics, which are clearJy 
iciciabie to age and country, it will probably be admitted, 
that the Toy Carl possesses considerable dramatic merit. 
The action, if it -want other unities, has the unity of interest, j 
and proceeds with a regular though diversified march, to its 
final developement. The interest is rarely suspended, and 
in every case the apparent interruption is, with great ingenu« 
ity, made subservient to the common design. The connexion 
of the two plots is much better nabtamed than in the play 
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•we usually refer to as a happy specimen of such a com^ 
bination, the Spanish Friar. The deposition of Pdlaka is 
interwoven with tlie main story so intimately, that it could 
not be detached from it without injui'y, and yet it never 
becomes so prominent as to divert attention from that to 
which it is only an appendage. 

There is considerable variety of character amongst the 
inferior persons of the Drama, and the two Captains of the 
Watcli, and the two Chanddlas, are plainly discriminated. 
The superior characters are less varied, but they are na- 
tional portraitures, and offer some singular combinations : 
the tenderness and devotion of Vasajitascnd seem little com- 
patible with her life, and the piety and gravity oi Chdriidaiia 
still less so with his love. The master piece of the play, 
however, is Smnslhdnaka, the Raja's brother-in-law : a 
character so utterly contemptible has perhaps been scarcely 
ever delineated : his vices ai-e egregious : he is coldly and 
cruelly malicious, and yet he is so frivolous as scarcely to 
excite our indignation : anger were wasted on one so despi- 
cable, and without any feeling of compassion for his fate, we 
are quite disposed, when he is about to suffer the merited 
punishment of his crimes, to exclaim with Chu'rudaila 
' Loose him and let him go.' He is an excellent sample of 
a genus too common in every age in Asia, whose princes 
have been educated by sloth and servility, and have been 
ordinarily taught to cherisU no sense but that of selfish 
gratification. 

The muific of Sanscrit composition must ever be inade- 
quately represented by any other tongue — of the language 
of the play it is therefore unnecessary to speak ; with regard 
to the sentiments and conceptions of the author, they have 
l)een rendered as faithfully as was practicable, and it will 
possibly be conceded, that they are wanting neither in beauty, 
nor in truth.
